2. Tust the treaty, so fur as its terms were 
specine, ae to a Canal along the Nicaragua 
ruute, and to that alone, any agreement cover- 
ing other cunals or ra.iways being expressly rei- 
eyvated to future treaty stipulations, woich nave 
not yet been agreed upon, and to whuse furming 
and ratification Frelinghuysen presents stroug 
ov) ons. 

Having made these points, and baving also 
gone over sume of the well understood and rea- 
sonable grounds of opposidion, on the part of 
the United states, to foreigu inverven aon in Lhe 
matter of the canal, as being contrary to we 
Monroe doctrine and dangerous to the material 
interests of tuis country, (oe Secretory of State 
rests bis case, with the expression of confidence 
that the differences between the two Govera- 
ments will be sat sfuctorily adjusted before any 
canal will be bull.

This evening accor plished and in- 
telligent little lady in the person of Mrs, 
Augustus Wilson arrived here from Par- 
sous, Kas. Tue lady is the wife of a 
wealthy banker of that city, and comes here 
the bearer of a memorial to Congress. The la- 
dies appointed to accompany Mrs Wilson are 
Mrs. Gov. St. John. Mrs, Senator Plumb, Mrs. 
Judge Thatcher, and Mrs. J. B. Johuson. wife of 
the present candidate fur Governor of Kansas. 

TBE MEMORIAL 
which will be presented to Congress on Wednes- 
day next reads: 

We, your bumble petitioners, would respect- 
fully present to you, as the lawmakers of this 
great Nation, that after the ciuose of the War of 
tne Rebelliou in this country the descendants of 
the African — residing in the United States 
were eventOaliy legally declared to be free 
American citizens. iguorance and poverty 
mainly accompanied tavse of our people 
who had then receutiy emerged from slavery. 
Surrounding circumstances have caused those 
same elements to still remain with us to a great 
extent, and as = le huve already shuwn, 
both by word and — loyaity to the Na- 
tional Government, we bonestiy feel that we 
hu ve a right during thisour time of need to re- 
spectfully ask that same Government for beip 
to belp ourselves to become seif-supporting. We 
wish to avoid pauperism, but we find a large 
portion of our peopie in these parts anxious to 
engage in farming for a livelibood, yet the quar- 
ter part of us do not possess suffic.eut pecuniary 
means tu start therein. We do not seek for the 
exciusive occupancy * our race of any purtion 
of the pubiic land. In fact, we would prefer 
hxving it otherwise, and have friendly disposed, 
inteliigent le In our midst. 

We, the delegxtes to a convention of colored 
people beld in Southern Kansas, are united in 
the opinion that our race may be greatly bene- 
ted without any loss, and pwssibly a gain, to the 
United States Government by compliance with 
the following requests: 

1. That Congress appropriate a portion of the 
pubi e domain fora home for the freedmen of 
the United States under the following promises: 
That Congress appoint a Government agent in 
euch district in territory located; t the 
agents give written permits to colored families 
to locate on eigaty acres euch, requiring each 
family to cultivate the same for five years; em- 
power the agent to luan each family materia! for 
erecting ‘a dwelling and stable, six months ra- 
tions for team and family, and ulso seeds, a team, 
waszon, plow, and other farming implements, 
said family coutracting to pay for the same in 
unnual payments within five years, every family 
that compiies with tbe contract to receive from 
the Goveroment a deed for the property at tne 
time of tinal payment. That Congress donate 
sufficient school- houses and employ teachers for 
one year under a compulsory education law. 
Last, but not least. earnestiy desiring the One 
Great. Ove God and Father of all races of man- 
kind may mercifully fill your hearts with true 
Ubristian sympathy and your minds with pure 
wisdom. In remembrance of the great golden 
rule, while you are engaged in discussing the 
merits of this pur first appeal to you, we will 
anxiously await a wise and favorable decision by 
you. 5

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


Searlet-Fever and Diphtheria at Que- 
bec. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

QueBec, June 6.—There are a large number of 
cases of secariet-fever reported in the Marine 
Hospital bere. Sixteen patients have died since 
their admission. and others are still suffering, 
several of whom cannot recover. They are 
mostly children who are ailing, and the 
large majority of those who have died and are 
now suffering from the sickness were passen- 
gers by the Allan steamship lronsides, and were 
admitted into the bospital here on the leth of 
Muy. ‘There is either inelflicient or careless 
service at the quarantine at Halifax,or else 
these cases—-forty in all—would never bave 
been brougbt to Quebec, for the Prussian landed 
at Halifax. and ber passengere were conveyed 
via the Intercolonial Railway to Levis, at whicn 
point the authorities discovered the epidemic 
ano had the sufferers taken to the Marine Hos- 
pital. One of the patients, the only adult who 
bas died, exvired aimost immediately after ad- 
mission. On che 16th of May thirteen children 
were admitted into the Marine Hospita from 
the steumship Circassian, who sbould bave been 
lefwat the quarentine. Six patients have been 
admitted suffering frum dipntheria who were 
landed by the Vominiou steamsbip Ontario, two 
of whom bave. since died, anda third is dying. 
Ove of the children of the surgeon in charge, 
Dr. Catillier, has been taken ill with scariatina 
contracted in the vitiated air of the hospital and 
is not expected to live. This would not have 
been the case h the patients been left at 
quarantine or dit been possible with safety 
to place them in the small-pox sheds, which it 
is said would be dangerous, although there has 
been no case in there for some time. A former 
experiment of that kind resulted in the patient 
suffering from dipotheria betog attacked by che 
smali-pox, from wach be died.

Meeting of the Trades and Labor Coun- 
cil at Torente, Ont. 
Special Digpatch to The Chacago Tribune. 

Toronto, Out., June 6.—The Trades and La- 
bor Couecil held a large meeting at Dufferin 
Rall, President Begcber in the chair. There were 
fifty delegates present. The Committee on Leg- 
isiation, through Chairman Oakley, reported 
that they had under consideration the Seaman's 
act of 1873 and the amended act of 1882, and are 
of opinion that itis a piece of class legislation 
of the worst description, and would be a dis- 
grace to the statute-books of any civilized coun- 
try. The act provides beavy and extraordinary 
penalties for very trivial ofeuses, and they ia- 
dorsed the opinions of Mr. Justice Ramsay that 
it is a monstrous law, which in its eagerness to 
reach the guilty confounds the innocent with 
guilt; that it nas no spirit and its operations 


must be contined to the narrowest interpreta- | 


tion of its words, and that if such a law had 
been decreed in Russia there would bave been 
raised a guriek of iodignation at ite bar- 
barity. For exampte, Olsuse ; 
“Any person found ioiter 
ships and not giving a satist 
himself: shall incura penaity of $100 and be la- 
bie to one year’s imprisonment.” Then Clause 
86, as amended, is still more stringent. It pro- 
vides that “any person going on bourd of acy 
ship while she is in port against the permission 
and consent of the person in charge shail be 
liabie to three years’ imprisonment, and if be 
be urmed at the time of committing the offense 
to tive years’ imprisonment, no matter what his 
object may bave been.” amended act of

‘ The Irondale Irou-Mill Strike.

Mr. Bradley stated that it was impossible to 
say what the result of the strike would be, fur- 
ther than to be sure of the fact that it wouid do 
avimmense amount of damage to ali parties 
concerned. The manufacturers do not hke it, 
nor are the meu as a rule any better pleased. 
Mr. Bradley said be could not predict what de- 
cision would be reached at the conference of 
mauufacturers, but said be hoped that t would 
result in the adopuon of a basis upon which 
work could be resumed. | 

Mr. O. W. Potter, President of the North Chi- 
cago Roiling- Mills, expressed himself very dif- 
ferently upon thegubject to the reporter. Hesaid 
that hie company would not be represented at 
the Pittsburg conference of manufacturers, for 
the reason that it would be a waste of time to 
attend such a meeting. No matter what basis 
was adopted at that meeting, it would nut work 
sutisfactorily in all tne milis of the several dis- 
triots. 

“The fact of the matter is,” said Mr. Potter, 
“tha: this idea that Pittsburg is to dictate bow 
and when we sbail run-vour mills is very distaste- 
ful to the Western manufacturers, and

We 
would much refer that our men were 
at work, and, had the meu gone about the mat- 
ter in the right way, there would have been no 
occasion for this strike.

“What is your opinion of President Jarrett, 
Mr. Potter 

“So far as I hgve had opportunity to judge, 
Mr. Jarrett bas impressed me as be a mao of 
good sense, and has the real welfare @ the men 
at beart. think it would have been advisabie 
and beneficial to men and employers if Jarrett's 
advice in regard to the continuguce of 
work for fifteen days bad been 
followed. The result of his visit to Ciscinnati is 
looked for on all sides with great interest. The 
meu there, after signing the scale at advanced 
rates, Violated their contract and stop work. 
Tois ection on their part is vertainly inexcusa- 
bie. President Jarrett will probably advise the 
men to live up to their agreewent and resume 
work. It the men ure beudstrong and retuse to 
be goberued by bis advide to resume work, be 
will probably resign, as I consider him to bes 
man Who would decline to act as President of a 
union whuse members viviate their pledges in 
such a manner. 

“In coms opinion, Mr. Potter, what effect 
wobhid President Jarrett’s resignation have upon 
the err Association?” 

Well, 1 think such action on bis part would 
result in breaking up the union, or at least 
causing a division in itsranks. He represents 
the respectabie, bard-working element in tne 
association, and in the event of bis resignativuu 
this element would undoubtediy stand by him. 
There is, of course, a less desirable element 
among the members of the union, and it is ques- 
tionable whetber the members of this stamp 
would agree With bim and bis — — 

“in what light do the manufacturers look 
upon the association?” 

“When it is properly conducted there is no 
material objection to it, but when one end in 
Pittsburg attempts to dictate to the other end in 
another part of the country, where there is a 
material difference of interests, we do not like it 
so weil by any means.” 


“Do you think that a sufficient number of 


non-unioa men are to be nad to run the mill? 


„Well, I do not; and as far as that is concerned 
we are not attempting to break up the union; 
we simpiy desire to negotiate directly with our 
own men, in order that work may be resumed at 
ouce.””

The Horseshoers Still on (ne Strike. 

The borsesboers are still out, and the strike 
yesterday assumed larger proportions than be- 
fore. The union men are firm in their demand 
for the extra twenty-five cents per day, 
but the employers declare that they can get 
all the men they need at the old wages. Yester- 
day morning a number of men é@.npioyed in 
Beamish's shop ou Pacifie avenue struck for the 
advaoce demanded by the union. Mr. Beamish 
states that be bas always paid fully 25 cents per 
day more than other shops, and will not give 
more. He camplalus also of attempted inter- 
iness, and says 
that be üb always furnish his men with 
regulur work, year in and year out, and at the 
biguest wages. If crowded to the wall, be will 
hire new men and tight out the battle. 

A reporter yesterday met Mr. H. T. Russell, 
Superintendent of tne Steel Horseshoe Works at 
Puliman, and questioned him as to the effect 
upun bis works of the refusal of the Horse- 
shoers’ Union to work where machine-made 
shoes were used. Mr. Russell said in reply to 
the r inquiry that their action would 
have little influence upon the demand for ma- 
chine-made shoes. The demand in Chicagu is 
small compared with that of the country tuwns 
throughout the State. Most of the shoes turned 
out of his works are sent to the small country 
towns where there are no unions, and thus the 
strike in Chicago would have noappreciabie ef- 
fect upon the demand. He rewarded the action 
of the union as foolish, and thought their posi- 
tion could act be maintained. 


The Striking Tanners Inclined to be 
Uly to the Non-Union Men. 

The tanners’ and curriers’ strike develops no 
new features other than a growing ugliness on 
the part of the Outstanding union men as to- 
ward the “scabs” employed by the two firms 
prominent jn resisting the union demands. It is 
alleged that several of she empioyés of Walker, 
Oakley & Co. have been induced to leave their 
homes by false pretenses and have been met and 
beaten by strikers. The trouble is -that 
while there is no moral doubt as to 
who the men were who called these 
luborers from their domes at midnight. 
there is a legal difficulty in the way of prosecut- 
ing the buiidozers owing to the lack of evidence 
ugainst them. However, it is a pour rule which 
will not work both ways, and, considerwwg that 
the men who are willing and anxious to tabor 
have a right to be protected from assault, che 
firm employing them dave armed them with 
heavy calibre revoivers, baving per- 
mits from the city autborities for them to curry 
such weapons. If then tbe men so armed hare 
the pluck to shoot when attacked, there will 
within the next dav or two be a funeral at which 
the Knights of Labor and the Curriers’ Union 
may furnish pall-beurers.

Gru situation at the Irondale mills re- 
mained unchanged yesterday, and there 
seems to be no prospect of a settlement. Mr. 
D. C. Bradley. of the Calumet Iron & Steel 
Company, left last evening for Pittsburg to 
attend the conference of manufacturers 
there. He ‘expressed the hope that 
the result of this conference would 
be the adoption of some basis of 
settlement on which work could be re- 
sumed. Mr. O. W. Potter, President of 
the North Chicago Rolling-Mills, says lis 
company will not be represented at Pitts- 
burg, as he believes it would be wasting time 
to attend such a meetimz. Pittsburg, Mr. 
Potter contends, cannot be allowed to dic- 
tate prices for the West, and the only way to 
settle the trouble is for each mill to deal di- 
rectly with its own men.

THE FORGERY OF BONWD3. 

The country has been somewhat disturbed 
perhaps by the outgiving from Washington 
that the custody and even the preparation of 
the plates and engravings of the National 
bonds bas been managed so loosely that im- 
pressions of genuine plates are afluat and in 
the hands of counterfeiters who may (perhaps 
have) flood the land with them. The integ- 
rity of the entire Engraving and Printing De- 
partments of the Treasury has been asaailed ; 
men have been denounced as thieves and ac- 
cow plices of forgers and counterfeiters, and 
a particular plate of a one-thousand-dollar 
bond has been shown to the Secretary of the 
Treasury as an evidence of how the Nation 
has been betrayed and its interests bartered 
away by the corrupt custodians of the Gov- 
ernment vaults, 

lt is enough perhaps to say that this story 
Das been invented, with all its details, in the 
interest of a counterfeiter arrested with 200 
counterfeit bonds in his possession, and who 
for six months has, with the aid of accom- 
plices and acknowledged forgers, resorted to 
every linaginable device to escape conviction 
and defeat justice. After a year’s earnest 
effort to estabiish himself as an innocent 
farmer imposed upon dy a dishonest scoun- 
drei, and when engaged in purely legitimate 
business Was caught with the forged bonds 
in his possession, and after haymg been 
twice convicted and sentenced he now de- 
livérs a counterfeit plate of the bonds found 
in his possession and in return asks that he 
be discharged ana set free. The offer to de- 
liver the plate is made conditional upon the 
pardon of the man convicted of having the 
counterfeited bonds in bis possession. 

To secure the escape of this convicted 
eounterfeiter the entire criminal community 
bave volunteered their services, and are 
ready with oaths, affidavits, plates, and every 
invention that the ingenuity of crime can de- 
vise to blacken the character and defame the 
reputation of every mau in the public service 
not a professional thief nor a professional 
forger or counterfeiter, and who has never 
had professional relations with that class of 
criminals. 

The Government Printing aad Engraving 
Bureau was founded in the early years of the 
War. Since that time the issue of notes and 
bonds has been immense. The figures are 
astounding. Here are some of the totals:

All these bonds and notes were numbered 
when issued, and in no instance has there 
ever been discovered a duplicate among those 
presented for redemption. These issues have 
covered a period of nearly twenty. years, and 
in the number of bonds and of.the various is- 
sues of notes. or even in the interest coupons 
attached to the bonds, there has never Deeu an 
instance of the presentation of a duplicate. 
which must have been inevitable in case of a 
forgery or counterfeit. This is of itself a 
pretty strong evidence of the integrity of the 
engravers and printers and of those who 
have had the custody of the numerous plates 
which have been in use lu the preparation of 
these various securities. 

In this case the cunvict Doyle left New 
York with a package of counterfeit bonds; 
he was arrested in Chicago with the bonds 
in his possession. He was twice tried and 
convicted, and when sentenced the plate 
from which the bonds were printed was pro- 
duced, and in consideration of this surrender 
he and his associates demand that he be par- 
doned, and emphasize the demand by the 
deciaration that this piate was manufactured 
from parts of the original plate supposed to 
be in the Treasury vault. 

The fact that the bonds found in Doyle’s 
possession, though well executed, were 
prow ptiy detected as counterfeits, and upon 
proof of their being counterfeits he was con- 
victed, reduces the value and importance of 
his plate to that of any other piece of coun- 
terfeiting, of which the Gevernment has 
made many captures. It iscounterfeit and 
not genuine; it is a base imation ; it is found 
ib the hands of avowed pmfessioual forgers 
and counterfeiters. It sught to be confis- 
cated, and those responsible for its existence 
ought to be thankful Mat they are not sub- 
jected to additional prosecutions for its pos- 
session. It ought’ o contirm the justice of 
Doyle’s conviction. *

partisan attachments of the various mem- 
bers of Congress and their interest lu pro- 
curing reslectlon would be the primary con- 
siderations in determining appointments. 

The system proposed by Mr. Curtin could 
not tall to have a most demoralizing effect 
on the character and efficiency of the civil 
service. It is becoming more and more ap- 
parent every day that the employés of the 
Government should be selected with refer- 
ence to fitnesa, that they should be encour- 
aged in good hehavior and industry by an 
impartial system of promotion, and that a 
permanent tenure of place should be assured 
to those who render efficient service, The 
Curtin plan would lead to infinit intrigue 
for the displacement of those appointed at 
the sulicitation of former members of Con- 
gress and the substitution of favorits pro- 
posed by the succeeding members. The mem- 
ber of Congress would be granted by law a 
greater power over the distribution of patron- 
age than he now enjoys by tradition and 
courtesy. The pretense of consultation 
would no longer be summoned to cover up 
Congressional interference with the appoint 
ing power, but the Executive would be 
stripped of a function expressly conferred up- 
on it by the Constitucion. The department em- 
ployés would no longer escape with assess- 
ments from one cawpaign committee, but 
would be called upon by Republican, Demo- 
cratic, Greenback, Stalwart,- Liberal, Inde- 
pendent, and all Sther party and factional 
authorities te contribute to campaign ex- 
penses, and uncertainty as to the Congres- 
sional succession in their various districts 
would drain them of their resources once in 
every two years. The distiibution of Gov- 
ernment patronage would enter into Con- 
gressional campaigns much more directly 
than it does now. and party pauperism and 
bummerism would be increased by the proin- 
ise of reward for party and personal service 
at elect#pn-time to the general detriment of 
good citizenship and decent politics every- 
where. The evils of such a system would 
not only be manifest at the Na tonal Capital, 
but would spread to every Cungressional 
district in the land. 

Fortunately there is one condition which 
assures the defeat of Curtin’s project. The 
Senate will never concur in it, whatever 
chance it may or may not havein the House, 
because the rule proposed would exclude 
Senators from their share in the spoils and 
give members of the House a monopoly of 
the office-brokerage. It may be a selfish 
motive that will govern the Senate in this 
case, but it will be none the less efficient in 
strangling the preposterous scheme which 
Mr. Curtin’s new Democratic ideas of reform 
have suggested to him.

TAXATION AND THE GREAT STRIKES. 

In an article on the great strikes the New 
York Sun has the following timely observa- 
tions: 


The most important circumistance about these 
Str'kes is the evidence they afford that the 
country is Overtaxed: that its industry 
crussed down by burdens imposed by the inter- 
nal-revenue law and by the tariff, as well as by 
State and municipa! taxation. It would appear 
that in ibis most important vranecbd of enterprise 
these burdens have at last brougbt everything 
— u Standstill and made it impossible to go oa 

further. 

ae 4 is the taxes which add 80 bitterly to the 
cost of all the necessaries of living that the 
wages of the best lavorers no longer suilive to 
precure them. It is the taxes whicn add sv bit- 
terly to the charges of manufacture and busi- 
ness that enterprise is paralyzed and rendered 
unable to continue avy longer. 

And yet our Republican rulers at Washington 
and the great liguts which control the Repubi.c- 
an majority in Congress spend neir time in de- 
vim violent and doubtful means ot admitting 
to the House of Representatives a few more 

corrupt and pliable members, qualited to join 
ju fastening upon the Treasury new schemes uf 
public plunder, and ready to istevery attempt 
to abolish the — — stem and to 
reduce the tarid to proporuons t are just, 
toierabie. and politic. 

The secret of the strikes is the present exor- 
vitunt taxation of the country. 


The policy of the Government of the Unit- 
ed States is always to increase but neverto 
redudv taxation, and the ingenuity of Con- 
gressmen is directed to the invention of new 
devices to spend money, so as to requirea 
perpetuation of existing taxes and the addi- 
tion of new ones. On Monday last the House 
of Representatives voted with hardly an ob- 
jection for the erection of several public 
buildings in remote towns and small villages, 
not because there was any pretense that the 
Government needed such buildings, but in 
order to distribute the surplus revenue 
raised by excessive taxation. On the same 
day the House voted, only three votes lack- 
ing of a two-thirds majority, to iIncease the 
tax on woolen hosiery and knit goods from 
35 to 85 percent. Nearly two-thirds of the 
members of the House voted to increase the 
tax on these indispensable articles of cloth- 
ing from 35 to 85 cents on thedollar. This 
vote to more than double the tax was given 
in defiance of the fact that the income of the 
Treasury from taxation last year was $100,- 
000,000 over and above the wild and ex- 
travagant appropriations of last year. 

That the cost of living is increased by the 
excessive taxation is confessed. It should 
be borne in mind@that taxation by a tariff is 
never fairly shown by the revenue returns 
of the tax. Thus; it costs the country five 
millions of doilars of tax to collect two 
milllons of dollars of revenue under a tariff. 
Where an article is protected by a tax of 60 
per cent, the tax is added to the price paid 
for the article by the consumer, and the tax 
is paid by the consumer whether he purchase 
the imported or the domestic made 
article. If the foreign made article 
to the value of $1,000,000 be im- 
ported, the tax thereon of $600,000 is paid 
into the Treasury as revenue; if there 
be $3,000,000 of the domestic made article 
sold, the tax of r cent thereon is paid 
by the consuimer, But the 81.80, 00 tax thus 
paid does not go to the Treasury. That is a 
bounty voted by Congress to the producer. 
On the 84.000, 000 of goods sold the whole tax 
paid is $2,400,000, of which $600,000 alone gues 
to the Treasury, so to collect $600,000 revenue 
the country is taxed $2,400,000. To reduce 
this tax from 60 to 80 per cent would have 
the effect of reducing the whole tax from 
$2,400,000 to $1,200,000, while the loss of reve- 
nue would be only $300,000. 

lt is taxation of this kind, unseen, hidden, 
and which, though remorseless in its exac- 
tions, produces no revenue to the Treasury, 
which swells the cost of living. Of what 
avail is it to increase a man’s wages 25 por 
cent, and then increase the tax on his cloth- 
ing from 35to 85 cents on every dollar’s worth 
he has to purchase for himself and family? 
The cost of living is to be reduced only by a 


trump of fame, nor is it likely to be spelled 
rightin the gazet in case he should yet ac- 
complish some great deed. He is nothing 


meet the cost of living. The general reduc- 
tion of the rates of tariff taxation, say 80 per 
cent, would be equal to a reduction of the 
cost of living to at least an equal amount, 
and be far more beneficial than an increase 
of 20 per cent in wages. The place to begin 
refurm is to reduce taxes, especially those 
taxes which yield little or no revenue. 
ad 
PARTIAL VICCORY OV ZR THE FIRE-BUGS. 
There was a partial vietory over the in 
diaries of the Common Council on Monda 
evening by procuring the recommittal of 
provosed amendment to the fire law, whic 
authorizes the raising of frame buildings on 
story and the construction underneath of a 
wooden basement with a thin veneering of 
brick. Though the recommital amounts to 
nothing more than a postponement of the 
subject, tt inspires the hope that the time 
thus gained will develop such formidable 
vopular opposition to this particular amend- 
ment to the fire ordinance, and to every 
other scheme to [mpair the protection against 
fire ruaranteed by law, that the fire-bugs in 
che Council will not be able to command a 
sufficient following to carry out their plans. 
It became evident at the last meeting that 
Cullerton, who introduced at the preceding 
session an ordinance authorizing the erec- 
tion of frame buildings anywhere within the 
city limits, is the leader of a faction deter- 
mined to procure as much modification in the 
existing fire laws as possible. This faction 
would abolish all fire laws if they could. 
They do not care whether Chicago burns down 
again or not. They think that another gen- 
eral conflagration would increase the demand 
for labor and the rate of wages. It is very 
possible that this might not be the case. 
Another extensive destruction by fire might 
rob capital of all confidence lu the future of 
this city, and leave it a victim to its own 
folly. But Cullerton, Lawler, Burke, and 
their associates in this business are wiiling 
to take what they can get. If they are not 


able to repeal the fire ordinance altogether, - 


they will accept the authority to tinker at 
the frame buildings now standing, to erect 
frame houses under the designation of 
sheds, and to invade the principle of protec- 
tion from fire at every possible point. The 
only effectual opposition to their plan will 
be that which contests every suggestion for 
modifying the present laws.

It is to be hoped that every one of these 
men is opposed to the impairment of the 
present system of protection, and that their 
votes to recommit were based on that con- 
viction. In such case every one of them is 
entitled to the gratitude of business-men, 
property-owners, and good citizens. The 
theory that the proposed amendments to the 
tire laws are suggested in the interests of the 
poor was abundantly disproved in the dis- 
cussion, For instance, Ald. Altpeter, who 
was elected as a Communist, showed by his 
opposition that the poorer classes do not de- 
mand the privilege of erecting frame 
houses or lifting them higher in the 
air to serve as fire-traps. Ald. Shorey 
showed how ridiculous it .is to as- 
sume that the rich men are opposed to the 
increase of frame buildings except on the 
ground of protection against fire, and might 
have shown further that the poor would 
suffer most from any conditions increasing 
the danger from fire. Every man who owns 
or rents a hose, whether it be constructed 
of wood or brick, is personally interested in 
keeping down the rates of insurance and 
averting the peril of destruction by fire, and 
the increased expenses and actual losses in- 
cident to a violation of this principle fail 
more heavily upon the people of small means 
than upon those wheare rich. The fact is. that 
all the schemes brought before the Council 
for weakening the fire laws are suggested by 
selfish interesis and supported by rank and 
reckless demagogism. It is not easy to pro- 
long the fight against the speculators in lots, 
but it must be kept up vigorously, or they 
will take advantage of every sign of inert- 
ness or indifference. Perhaps a succession 
ot defeats will convince the schemers that 
their efforts to break down the fire laws are 
useless and may as well be abandoned. But 
the subject is still before the Committee on 
Fire and Water, atid should be strictly 
watched and cow bated there. 


A VICTORY OF SONG. 
William Linkhaw ts pot a name to fill the 


bat the sweet singer of North Carolina, by 
which it is not to be understood that he is a 
poet, odeist, or sonneteer, but that he is ad- 
dicted t making melody with his mouth on 
sacred Occasions—not that melody which the 
Schopenhauer school of musicians define as 
the active purpose or will of life, illuminated 
by reason, but the rhythmie succession of 
sweet sounds so often heard in the class and 
camp-meetings of the Methodist Church. 
From this it may be inferred that William 
Linkhnaw is a Methodist, resident in North 
Carolina, and sings. It is because he sings 
that a discrepancy recently arose between 
bim and the State of North Carolima and a 
coolness between him and his Methodist 
brethren. 

The issue of this discrepancy and coolness 
appears in a lawsuit entitled The State of 
North Carolina vs. Willian Linkhaw.” The 
complaint made by the plaintiff, who of 
course is proxy for the Methodist brethren, 
was that William Linkhaw sang in such a 
way as te disturb the congregation, and at 
the end of each verse his voice was heard 
after all the other singers bad ceased, very 
much in the style of the Cincinnati chorus. 
It was stated in the testimony that the 
brethren wrestied with William Linkhaw for 
a long time in their effort to suppress him, or 
at least to make him less strident and sonor- 
ous in his tone-pictures of the delights of 
Canaan, of the stormy character of the 
weather on the banks of the River Jordan, 
of his resolute determination to hold the 
fort, of the doleful sounds supposed to issue 
from the tombs, and of other lyric aids to 
sviritual progress. The more they wrestled, 
however, the jouder William Linkhaw sang, 
and the farther his fame spread abroad in 


once when he had broken up a revival-meet- 
ing just at the minute that a feeling of so- 
lemnity pervaded the congregation and sev- 


eral anxious ones were about to come tor 


ward, by not only singing in bis most vigor- 
ous manner, but by actually setting the tune 
and then singing a long dramatic recitative 
at the end of each verse descriptive of his 
own personal enthusiasm, and adjuring the 
audience to hold on to the fort a short time 
longer for he was coming, the patience 
of the minister, and the deacons, and the 
venerable sisters gave way, and they deter- 
mined to test the richt of William Linkhaw 
to sing in defiance of every rule in the 
musical grammar, and, worse than this, to 
sing both louder and longer than is custom- 
ary in well- regulated congregations. 

William Linkhaw was brought into court. 
It was not a court with music in its soul, 
and consequently it condemned Wiliiam 
Linkhaw, although he offered to give the 
court a sample of bis powers and pleaded 
that he was conscientious in his partof the 
service, and sang because he was moved to 
sing. The court was inexorable. William 
Linkhaw felt, however, that it was bis 
mission to sing and that his personal liberty 
was restrained, and he went with his case to 
the Supreme Court. It was a musical bench. 
It had heard of William Linkhaw’s fame, 
and had little sympathy with the envies aud 
jealousies of the rest of the flock, who 
plainly were trying to choke him off because 
he could sing better than they. The court 
decided as follows: The disturbance of a 
religious congregation by singing, when the 
singer does not intend so to disturb it, but is 
conscientiously taking partin the religious 
services, may be a proper subje¢t for the 
discipline of his church, but is not indict- 
abie.” 

This decision of course let William Link- 
haw out, and such was his joy in his triumph 
over his adversaries that he went back to his 
old stanging-cround and fairly made the 
churen ring with hig jubilant strains, and not 
only sang after the verses, but .befure the 
verses, and between the verses, and behind 
the verses, and on top of the verses, and un- 
derneath the verses. He sang at the minis- 
ter, and the deacons, and the ancient sisters 
with vocal blasts that fairly lifted them, and 
the more the ungodly applauded him the 
louder he sang his peans of victory: . It was 
a greatday for William Linkhaw and his 
epiglottis, and unless the latter bursts some 
day he will long continue to give vent to his 
zeal in arias and cavatinas, fanfares, and 
strettos. He cannot be shut off by the cuurts. 
No injunction can hold against his 
windpipe. The church may attempt 
to discipline bim, but of what avail 
will that de, since. under discip- 
line he will sing all the louder? The highest 
court In North Carolina has opened his 
mouth, and he is going to sound the loud 
timbrels, blow the trumpets, and beat the 
drums. With Christian zeal, all the more 
enthusiastic under persecution, and with 
pipes wide opened by the State of North 
Carolina, he will lift up his voice like the 
pelican in the wilderness or the sound of 
many waters. We congratulate William 
Linkhaw, and we suggest to the managers 
of our Music Fesiival Association that if the 
next festival is to be held in tiie Exposition 
Building William Linkhaw is just the 
man to fill. it and successfully cope with the 
most robust locomotive on any of the adja- 
cent tracks. It is also likely that William 
Linkhaw’s brothers and sisters in bonds 
would pay something handsome to the man- 
agers to take him off their hands. His lack 


of musical cultivation and his propensity to | 
sing at the end of the verses could be offset | 
by assigning the Waguer music to him, in | 


which any little vocal vecentricisies would 
nut injure the ensemble. 


Ir has always been a matter of surprise 
that the English people have borue so long wita 
the absurd pract.ce of publishing novels in 
three volumes when one would suifice.

1876, which university he represented in the Up- 
per House of the North German Parfiament. In 
1869 Dr. Pauli received a unanimous cali to the 
Chair of History at Göttingen. The most im- 
portant of his works relate to English bis- 
tory. Of his “Life of Alfred the Great” 
two . English translations appeared, one in 
1347 and the other in 1852, the latter being re- 
vised by the author and edited by Mr. T. Wright. 
Atransiation by Mr. E. C. Otté ot his “ Pictures 
of Old England.“ was publishea in 1861. Dr. 
Pauli also wrote a continution of Lappenberg’s 
“History of England’; History of Engiand

The judgment also affirms all the 
complaints brought by the family council against 
her. 
FOR THE PAST THREE MONTHS 
the newspapers have been full of more or less 
fantastical revelations about the affair, and at 
the doors of the Paiais de Justice there are 
swarms of venders crying: “ Buy L’ Affaire de 
Chaulnes—the case of the Duchess de Chaulnes 
against her mother-in-law, the Duchess of 
Chevreuse, with the portraits of her children.” 
THE CASE. 

The Duke de Chaulnes died last September at 
the age of 20, and in accordance with his dying 
wishes the family council—conseil de famille, 
whose decisions have legal force in France—de- 
prived his widow of the guardianship of her 
children on the ground of notorious mis- 
conduct. The Court was called upon to 
ratify or to invalidate this solemn decision. 
The late Duke deChaulnes and bis mother, the 
Duchess de Chevreuse, are of very noble race. 
They belong to the house of De Luynes, and are 
allied to the Rohans and the Sabrans. Their 
pames are intimately connected with the history 
of France. Saint-Simon narrates their doings 
and sayings. The present Duchess de Chev- 
reuse is an energetic old lady, who, on the occa- 
sion of the expulsion of the religious orders by 
M. Jules Ferry, protested with such violence 
that she was brought up before the police for 
having struck a gendarme. This fact, added to 
the fact that she is the protectress of the Bene- 
dictine monks, who have been recently expelled 
from the monastery of Solesmes, has enalled 
the newspapers to mix up politics aud religion 
in the affair, and to distort the truth ih a strange 
manner. The son, the Duke de Chaulnes was, 
like bis mother, religious even unto mysticism. 
Tne Duke had met in society at Paris

The Duchess de Uhauines 
then claimed ber children, but a family council 
was called, which decided that the scandalous 
conduct of the Duchess de Chaulnes rendered 
her unworthy to exercise ber maternai rights. 
This family council was com of the Duch- 
ess de Chevreuse, the Comte Sabran, the Comte 
Contades. the Comte and the Marqut e la 
Roche-Aymona. ‘The decision of the family 
council was confirmed by the Tribunal of La 
Fiécte, and the children were left in the guar- 
dianship of the grandmother, the Duchess de 
Chevreuse. Finally,a few weeks ago. the Duch- 
ess de Chaulnes attempted to get possession of 
her children by force. The plot was discovered, 
and the accomplices of the Duchess were arrest- 
ed, and are now in prison awaiting their trial. 
Furthermore, apart from jhe civil case before 
the Tribunalof the Seine, Which’ was ay de- 
cided, and of the crimiaa! case relative to the 
attempted kidoapiag of the children, there are 
half a dozen other legal episodes in course of 
development. matters of form and technicali- 
ties. which will render this cause céiébre both 
long and complicated. 


AN IMPORTANT SUIT 


Against the Pennsylvania Economites 
—~Miillions of Miemey Involved, and 
Lots of People After It, 

Special to Olmcinnatt Enquirer. 

Prrrsnund. Pa., June 5.—Proceedings in equity 
were instituted in this city in the United States 
Circuit Court by Elias Speidel, of Milford, Cler- 
mont County, O., against Jacob Henridi, Jona- 
than Lenz, and others, of the Economite Society, 
of Beaver County. The attorneys fur the plain- 
tif are John Barton & Sons, of this city, ex- 
Judge Herman Marckworth, ef Cincinnati, and 
William Reinecke, of Louisville. The plaint 
snow 75 years old, having been born in 1807, 
when the society was located near Zellenople, 
Butler County. He left in 181. The object of 
his suit, whichis of great and far-reaching im- 
portance, is to compel the Trustees of the trust 
fund of the.society to state an account of the 
trust and assets, and of the share which he 
claims therein, which is estimated in round num- 
bers at $30,000. 

From what could de ascertained today this 
suit of Speidel is a test suit, and the money to 
pay the expenses of it is being contributed by 
between 600 and 700 persons who are descedded 
from members who withdrew from the Econo- 
mite Society after contributing their property 
and money to the common fund, or working for 
it for many years. In the event of the success 
of Speidel’s suit, proceedings of similar charac- 
ter will probably be commenced by all who 
mare now contributing toward the payment 
ot the fees of the court and  attor- 
neys. The two foreign attorneys, Marck- 
worth, of Cincinnat and Reinecke, of 
Louisville, are themséives descended from 
members of the Economite Suciety, and there- 
fore have in the case a deeper interest than the 
mere professional one of a lawyer. The present 
valug of the real and personal property of the 
Ecombmite Society is estimated at $5,000,000. The 
members of the society have gradually de- 
creased in number, so that now only twenty- 
three are left, and in their hands is the exciu- 
sive management of the vast estate. They are 
all old. If the parties interested in the suit just 
instituted are unable to establish a claim to the 
estate it will eventually go to the State of Penn- 
sy!vania. 

Speidel’s bill is quite lengthy, and withal a 
very curious and interesting document. It 
makes many strange and startiing deciarations. 
After rehearsing, with great. particularity of 
detail, the foundation of the ety by George 
Rapp, and its growth under his direction, it al- 
leges, among many other things, that while Rapp 
permitted the members of the society to become 
citizens of the United States, he compelled them 
at elections to vote for the candidate whom he 
selected; that he repeatedly and corruptly made 
inmates forge the names of dead persons to legal 
instruments, and repres ut dead persons in ac- 
knowledging such papers for record, and sign 
and swear to false statements, he knowing 
them to be faise; that he destroyed the records 
of the original cvntributions made by the 
beads of families in 1807 for the avowed pur-

JOHN DICRINSON, 
THE ALLEGED AUTHOR OF THE DECLARA- 
TION OF INDEPENDENCE. 
Special Dwpatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, June 6.—Dr. George H. Moore, 
Superintendent of the Lennox Library, read a 
paper before the New York Historical So- 
ciety this evening upon the Declaration 
ot Independence, which he said was 
not written by Thomas Jefferson, but by 
John Dickinson.

CANADA. 
French Canadians in the United States. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MowTreaL, June 6.—Dr. Martel, the Presi- 
dent of the forthcoming Acadian Convention 
at Lewiston, Me., gives some interesting facts 
respecting the status of the French Canadians in 
the New Engiand States. He says there must be 
more than half a million French Canadians now 
in the States, and that so far as the State of 
Maine is concerned they have increased 15,000 
in that State during the past ten years. Immi- 
gration has beea the means of the greater part 
of the increase.

A MONSTER SNAKE, 


The Curious Sight Witnessed by a 
Miner—A Hunt tn a Colliery. 
Times. 


MINERSVILLE, Pa., June 4.—Since Friday last 
people living in the mining patches in the neigh- 
borhood of Mine Hill Gap have been in a fever 
of excitement over a monster snake that lives 
in the abandoned workings of the oid Mayflower 
colliery, a few miles from this place. Ou Thurs- 
day evening the Rev. Alfred R. Rossiter drove 
wildly up to the Mansion House and de- 
clared that while passing Carey's patch, 
north of the “Gap,” he saw a snake 
between thirty and furty feet long and as 
thick as the body of an ordinary man winding 
ite way dowg the mountain side, followed by a 
wriggling stream of small reptiles. The mon- 
ster moved very leisurely and stopped every 
few minutes to raise its head severai feet above 
the ground and utter a peculiar whirring sound. 
As Mr. Rossiter was on the opposit side of the 
ravine and within 900 yards of the sn@kes, he 
bad an exceilent view of them. The snakes 
disappeared in the black mouth of the May- 
flower tunnel, and the astonished witness 


drove here with all speed to tell his remark- 
able story. His hearers were inclined to be 
skeptical at first, but his manner was 80 
eurvest that an armed party, beaded by Capt. 
Daniel Derr, went to Carey's patch in search of 
evidence corruborative of Mr. Rossiter’s state- 
ment. All their doubts vanished when they 
crossed the ravine below Curey’s paton and in 
the mud found the trail of the huge reptile. Th 
trail wus a tritie over thirteen inches wide an 
the impress in the mud an luch deep. The hunt- 
ers followed the trail of the serpent up to the 
mouto of the tunnel, where they held a caucus 
and decided to return to Miuersville and send to 
Shenandoah for Kattlesnake Tom,” au old man 
woo bad for years earned a living by killing 
snakes for their oil. 

That vight nothing was talked of but the big 
snake. On Friday moruma David William WII 
jams, a Miner, saw the serpent come outof a 
“cave-in” about the mouth of the Maytiower 
tunnel and coil itseif on a little plateau near by. 
He says it is about thirty-tive feet long, nearly 
two feet thick, and covered with black, red, and 
green scaies,cach of which is as large as the 
palm of a man’s band. Its bead is adorned with 
a yellow crest, aud its eyes are large and tlery. 

ben Williams Urst saw the saake he, for safe- 
ty. clambered up Sugar mans old breaker, 
fifty yards away, aud from that struct- 
ure looked down on the monster. Its 
head was held erect the Williams inaists that its 
hissing could have been beurd a quarter of a 
mile. A few minutes after tne big snake made 
its appearance a perfect ball of ratslesnakes 
came roll out of che tunnel. Tui strange 
ball was composed of thirty rattiers, each meuas- 
uring from three feet to five feet in length, and 
S0 twisted, and twined, and locked together were 
they that it appeared as though they would 
never be able to separate themselves. They 
g@@t apart, bowever, wit remarkabie celeri- 
ty and quickly ranged themselves io 
a twepty-foot circle, in the centre of 
which, with head erect, glaring eyes, and rising 
crest, was coiled the “king suake, as peopie 
here call it. The perfect silence which lasted a 
momeut or two after the circle was formed was 
bruken by a rattling chorus, in which every tan 
was used vigorously. This strange music hada 
wondert ul effect on the king énake. Its eyes be- 
came frightfuliy enlarged, the yellow crest 
swelied to double its former size, while its bead 
and that portion of the body that was upright 
swayed to and fro iu perfect time with the rat- 
tiling. The most remarkable thing was that 
every snake stopped rattling at the sume in- 
stant. 

Three of the largest rattlers then left the cir- 
cle and approached the King, rattling as they 
went. Reaching bis body, their tails became 
silent, and the king, hissing loudly, moved down 
the hill to the platforms below che breaker. The 
rattiers followed in his track, but made no noise. 
Reaching the platform the king snake stationed 
himself on the south side, whicd is open and 
much fallen into decay. The swall snakes went 
under the platforms and buildings from 
the north side. A minute or two after 
all the snakes except the be one had disap- 
peared a territic rattling begun under the buiid- 
ig. This was evidentiy a signal, as the king 
sunke raised his bead and giared at the opening 
before him, An instantlater out darted a rat to 
be picked up and bol.ed alive and kick by 
the waiting monster. Half a dozen rats 
driven frum their nests by the rattie- 
snakes Came darting out and were svatched up 
Dy the serpent much in the same way hata 
ebicken picks up corn. When tbirty odd rats 
bad been devoured the rattlers mauve their ap- 
pearance, and. after repeating the cincie per- 
tormuaace referred to above, they wriggied off in 
singie tle down the valley, Making u proceasion 
fully W feet long. When the Welshmaa ia tne 
old breaker recovered from bis astonishment at 
this strange sight he hastened to Minersville and 
became the lion of the hour. 

The Shenapdvah suake-hunter reached Carey's 
Patch ou Friday uff@rnoon, and at ounce set a 
deadfall, ba: witt a chicken, in front of the 
entrance to tue caverfhous baunt of the great 
repule; The bunter anda crowd of curious 
people occupied the Olid breaker on Friday 
nigot, so that they could come out end finish 
the snake when the trap fell. About midaight 
tne 300 pounds of stone dame ratting 
down and rollen into the creek below. This 
noise aruused the sieeping men in the breaker, 
but no ove, net even the redoubtable “ Kattie- 
snake Tom,“ was willing to go out into the dark- 
ness and see wheter the big snake was crusped 
or not. The fear that it bad escaped and would 
make a meal of the first man that showed bim- 
self kept chem ali in the breaker until daylight, 
when they tound the trap down, but not ever a 
scule of the big snake. 

The Maytluwer Coliiery has been abandoned 
for years, and ite miles vf working bave caved 
in at various points, making a score of en- 
trances to the tunnel. While the bunters were 
examining the fallen trap on Saturday morning 
one of the party ſooked up and was borriltied to 
see the vig snake coming duwn the mountain at 
racing speed. When discovered the snake 
was 200 yards away, and the men, without 
waiting to get a closer view, ned for their lives. 
The soxuke stopped before the wwouth of 
the tunnel was reached and disappeared torough 
one of tne sink-boles. The professivnail snake- 
hunter and eleven volunteers. ali miners, armed 
themselves on Saturday afternoon started 
to explore the old mine, and, if possible, kill 
the much-feared serpent. Owlng to the foulair 
they were obliged to move cautiously, but they 
were a resolure lot and pusned on sturdily, 
thruugh shallow lakes of inky water, over heaps 
of fallen siave, rock, aud earth, until they were 
amile from tne entrance. Then the dump be- 
came so bad that they were unabie to go further 
and began retracting their steps, exploring the 
brousts us they went. Suddeniy Jonu Muioearo 
clutched bis nearest comrade by the arm, and, 
pointing up intoan old chamber, whispered in 
tones that coilled his bearers: ** There it is.” 

They looked and saw giaring out of that cim- 
merian cuvern apair of Diazing eyebuiis that 
moved backwagde and forwards as the. serpent 
swayed its neck. They must have passed witb- 
in nfty feet of the reptile whea 4 came in, 
and tinding it so unexpectedigon their return 
completery unnerved them, and they bucked 
quickniy out into the gaugway. ‘here their 
cuurage revived and they re@ntered and dis- 
charged a volley of buckshot from half a dozen 
shotguns into the breast in which the pytnon 
was seen. When the echoes died away they 
heard ine monster winding his way among the 
débris in the breast, hissing venomously as he 
went, sending showers of of dirt and bits of slate 
rattling down into the gaugway. As 
they didnot care to continues the chase 
they returned to the entrance and, as 
a last resort, they resolved to cluse all the exits 
from the old workings and imprisou the great 
snake alive. A charge of dynamite did the work 
for the tunnel mouth, and ne same power was 
used sucvesstuliy on the cave-in holes. Thia 
work was tinished before dark yesterday and 
the peopie feel comparatively safe; but it wilt 
be yeurs befure they forget the excitement this 
wonderful serpent caused.

OLD MAG, THE HAG. 


One of a Large Family of Semi-Savaces 
im Sallivan County, New York-—The 
Queen of the Gang—The le Ead of 
a Strange Life in the W Impaled 


Alive.

EQUINUNK, June 2.—Three bunters from the 
westeru part of Sullivan County, New York, just 
across the Delaware River from here, report the 
finding of the body of a woman who has been 
missing from ber home at Mongaup Val- 
ley for several imonths, Her death 
was a horribly tragic one and a fitting 
end to a strange life. Her name was Margaret 
Conkling, ana she was known throughout the 
coutry as Old Mag, the hag.” She was one of a 
large family of half-savage peopie known as the 
De Groatses, the Hinkses,the Henions, and the 
Conklings. The family is said to, number about 
350 men, women, and children, than whom a 
more degraded lot of people it would be bard to 
und n the United States. They dwell in small 
cavesand cablus in the wooded hills of Sulli- 
van County and on the semi-cultivated slopes 
of Orange County. The living is made pricci- 
pally by’stealing, bunting, and fisning with nets 
in forvidden streams. Some few of them are 
expert weavers of willow baskets, which they 
carry to the near-by towns and sell. These 
pariahs frequeutly visited Pennsyivania with 
loads ot basketa, which they sold to the farmers 
and country merchants at the cross-ronds 
stores. The cash proceeds of these sales were 
invariably turned into whisky and tobacco 
and the women were as dissipated and 
abandoned to vice as the men. ney 4180 
planned robberies and depredations of all kinds, 
und every basket-sell.ag tour 18 sure to be fol- 
lowed by a raid upon barns, chicken-coops, and 
cellars. The people are familiar with every inca 
of ground in the Delaware Valley, and they can 
easily bide themseives m the mountains and 

to escape the offivers of the law. 

Conkiiss are of Indian descent—the 
Sen breed, they claim—and they bear all the 
facial gmaras of their ancestors, while their 
habits are even more indecent and less cleanly 
thau those of their savage ancestors. y inter- 
marry exclusively, and no divorce is necessary 
to separate man and wife it either party desires 
such u separation. ‘he resuite of this defiance 
of the laws of physiology are evident in the forms 
of their children. Many of them are idiots, some 
are born without ears, some without limbs; and 
there is one 81 ar being, now living, it is said, 
iu a lonely hut hear a lake on the western edge 
of Sullivan Oounty that would be more 
of an acquisidon to Barnum’s show thao 
“Jumbo” was.

Yet this 
singular creature lives and seems to enjoy lite. 
A Monticello hunter, David Boyle, who often 
goes to that part of the county fishing, bas seen 
tois * what-is-it"’ eat raw fsb, raw potatoes. and 
even raw skunk meat with evident relish. Tue 
mother of this monstrosity is a woman six feet 
seven inches in bignt, and ner husband is ber 
own uncle. The mother has quite a decided 
mustacee and veard, while the tatner is but 
toree feet eignt inches bigh, hare- up and a 
huuchback dwarf. : 

Such is wwe race or family to which Old Mag, 
the bag,” belonged; and among this tribe of sav- 
ages she was regurded asa sort of queen and 
treated with as much deference as gypsies pay Lo 
their sovereigo. She was reputed to have been 
the seventh dauugbter of a seventh dauguter, and 
was,in consequence, believed to be endowed 
— the magie power of cuging all sorts ot dis- 

uses and bone fractures. e was also a furt- 
une-telier of great skill. Her appearance was 
very singular. She was nearly six feet nine 
inches in bight, der skin was satfron-yeliow, 
ber hair lone, coarse, and black as a raven's 
wing, and ber chin covered with a beard at least 
three ioches in leogth. She adopted a regular 
Indian costume, and lived alone in ber small 
cabin on tbe shore of the Big Poad, just on the 
edge of the great cranberry marshes of Sulli- 
van County.

to sleep out of doors. There was annually a 
gathering of the whole fawily, and these con vo- 
cations were the wiidest es imaginabie, and 
more than one member of the greut family has 
been wissing after the long debauches in sume 
lovely cabin or save inahe recks. 

Od Mag was last seen alive several months 
ago, and was then as frisky as ever and as full 
ot whisky as usual. One or two weeks after 
that one of the Hinkses remarked in the county 
pust-olfice near where Mag lived, “ Mag hain’t t 
hum no more, an’ | shouldn't wonder if she was 
dead.” One of the bystanders aftewards made 
a trip to ber cabin and found it deserted. Oa 
the earthen floor in one corner of the room lay 
a half-busnel of walnuts and chestnuts, a 
s mos ed ham, and a string of red peppers, wulle 
near at band hung the dead and decayed body 
of a fox with the skin still on. No sigus of oid 
Mag were to be found anywhere, and search 
was made everywhere, but without success. 

Some time afterward the three hunters first 
referred to were chasing a bear through a swamp 
abouttwo mil rom the old cabin where’ Mag” 
formerly lived. “One of the hunters slipped on 
what ne supposed at frst to be a round stone, 
but whicea proved to a buman skull 
still covered with patehes of bivody skin 
and hair. At once it was surmised that the skull 
was that of old “Mag,” the peculiar shape 
ot ber bead corresponding to the shape of the 
skull. They then set to work to uad the re- 
mainder of the body, when suddenly their dog 
commenced barking furiously under a chestnut 
tree on the hillside. Running tothe spot they 
discovered that the dog had scented a partly- 
decayed human body. It required but a brief 
examination to convince them that the remains 
of™Oid Mag, the hag,” lay before them. Sue 
bad ciimbed the tree to shake down some nuts, 
pfobabiy. When near the top the limb upon 
which sue was stand g broke ana she fell a 
distance of thirty feet. A large jJuggea stump 
under the tree caught her body as spe fell, and 
one large splinter of it was thrust ciear through 
her body, impaling her. Her death must bave 
been instantaneous, A bear or some other car- 
nivorous animal had guawed away her feet and 
hands, which hung nearly to the ground, and 
it was undoubtedly a bear that bad torn her 
head from the body and carried it into the 
swamp.

STEAM- HEATING. 


Some Account of the System Employed 
—Difficuities Which Have Been Over- 
come—The Experiment About to Have 
a Fair Trial. 

New York Evening Post. 

The project of furnishing New-Yorkers with 
steam heat and power from central stations. 
just as gas is furnished from the gas-works, 
will soon be practically tested by two companies. 
both of which are now engaged in tearing up 
the streets in half-a-dozen places down-town. 
The plans and methods of the New York Steam 
Company bave already been described in full in 
the Evening Post, the system being a modifica- 
tion of that used in Lockport, Milwaukee, Lynn, 
and other places, and known as the Holly 
system. The pipes are incased in wooden tubes, 
coated with tar, and the process of laying them 
under ground may be seen at present, in all its 
stages, in Wall street, between Broadway and 
Nassau street. The company began to furnish 
steam to customers about five weeks ago, and 
intends to extend the business as fast as the pipes 
are laid. 

A visit to Smith & McNell’s restaurant showed 
the steam from the New York Company's sta- 
tion in Greenwich street doing its work to the 
satisfaction of the engineer, who said that the 
only defects were matters of detail, which would 
pe overcome in afew days, the pressure being 
more than the machinery and joints had been 
accustomed to.

A YOUTHFUL MURDERER. 


All the Known Details Concerning the 
Killing of a Surveyor and His Assist- 
ant by a Boy Only 16 Years of Ace. 

Special Dispatch to The Ohicage Tribune, 

Sr. Paul., Mion., June 6.—A special from Wa- 
dena to the Pioneer Press gives the following 
startling detatis of the murder of Edward Wasb- 
ington, a land surveyor, and Leo Februnbacher, 
bis assistant, by a 16-year-old boy whose mind 
has been poisoned by trashy novels, and who 
was ambitious of becoming a bandit: “The 
murdered men left Perbam Thursday, May 25, 
stating that they were going to look after lands. 
They were supplied with a tent and camping 


outfit, maps, plans, etc. Sunday, May 
23, they stopped at the house of 
John Dornbuseh, a farmer hiving wear 
Rod Eye. They arrived there about 


10 o'clock in company with John Tibbitts, a boy 
about 16 years of age, whose parents reside in 
the neighborhood, and with whom the 

had stopped and lefta part of their outiit the 
day before. Tibbitts carried a double-barreled 
shotgun, which he had borrowed that morning 
of a veigbbor named Richardson, oue barrel of 
which was loaded with buckshot and the other 
with fine shot. Tibbitts started off in the tim- 
ber, leaving them at Dornbusch’s house. 
They staid there to dinner, leaving 
there at 1 ocilock, and stating that 
they were going to Sec. . which was 
pine timber land, carrying with them an ax, a 
Smith & Wesson revolver, and each having a 
silver watch and chain. They not returning, a 
search was made for them, and their bodies were 
found, ove ou Friday and one on Saturday moru- 
ing. June 2 and , about thirty rods apart. 
Wasbington was found with a gun-shot wound 
in the back of bis head, with bis pockets ritied, 
his boots and hat gone, bis maps and plans lying 
on the ground beside dim, together with a 
pocket compass. The body of Leo Februnbacber 
was found about thirty rode north of the 
body of Washington, who was found to be horri- 
bly butehered. The ground about the in- 
dicated that he had madea hard fight with his 
assailant. His throat was cut and his ull 
broken by a savage blow from tue ax. 
bodies were brought to Perham Saturday. and 
County- Attorney Curliss and Coroner Bedford 
were immediately summoned by telegraph from 
Fergas Falis. They arrived at Perbam early 
this morning, and bave been holding an inquest 


over the remains of murdered 
men today. Young Tibbitts made his 
appearance in Perham on Monday, the 


next day following the murder, with plenty 
of money, which was unusual for bim. He pur- 
chased anew suit of clothes, had his picture 
taken, and exhibited a watch, chain, and revol- 
ver. He offered the wateh to several different 
parties, stating that de was going west to Mon- 
tuna and that he would like to seil it. He final- 
ly sold bis watch and chain and took the train 
wost, as it is supposed. The testimony before 
the Coroner's jury disclosed the fact that the 
watch, and chain, and revoiver 1 in his 
possession were the property of ton. He 
had in his possession about $30. he hat, 
rubbers, and stockings woru by Tibbitts Suaday 
morning were found near the bodies of the 
murdered mea. Other strong circumstantial 
evidence points unmistakably to the guilt of 
this youtbful villain. A post-mortem exami- 
nation was made by Dr. Neweomb, of Perbam. 
Four buckshot were found in the brain, and an 
extensive fracture of the skull of Washington. 
The body of Fehrunhacher was literally backed 
to pieces. More than twenty cuts, ranging from 
the full breadth of the ax downwards, were 
found. The skull was crushed in, and even the 
ribs were cut through by the ax by the hands of 
this human lend.“

An Interesting Scrap of Early History 
J. F. Joy's Bejoinder to Thomas 


Derrort, Mich., June 5.—A friend of mine at 
Chicago has called my attention to a discussion 
in your issue of May 26 relative to the outer 
harbor there, and to some remarks of Thomas 
Hoyne relative to myself in the course ef it. 
The subject matter discussed is very important 
for Chicago. Mr. Hoyne's remark about myseif 
is not of much consequence, and yet I may be 
permitted to notice it. The question was whetner 
the Illinois Central Company should be allowed 
to fll an additional 100 feet outside its right of 
way into the lake to eniargs its station grounds 
to enable it to accommodate the business seck- 
ing Chicago over its long line of railway. The 
remark of Mr. Moyne bearing upon that aues- 
tion and also relative to myself is as follows: 

„ The lake was the city’s only reservoir of 
health. and to defile the pure lake breezes by 
building more tracks and wharves would be 
wrong. He bad lived on Michigan avenue for 
forty-four years, and seen the growth of the 
Illinois Central Road, and be was happy to say 
that the present officers of the road compared 
favorably with the officers in olden times. 
James F. Joy, who had been President of the 
road when the one-mile grant wes made, was 
one of the very worst railroad tyrants that had 
given a bad name to monopolies. He (Joy) 
wanted to drive every one off of Michigan ave- 
nue. It would seem that the present manage- 
ment were attempting the same thing in a mild 
way.” 

ik coome to be certain that that portion of my 
busy life spent at Chicago made a very strong 
impression upon Mr. Hoyne’s mind, though it 
bas not bel: his memory at all. I was not 
President of the Illinois Central Railroad Com- 

ny when the one-mile grant was made, nor was 

ever President of that company. It must be the 
tyranoy of some other man therefore he has in 
his mind and which in the confusion of bis mem- 
ory he attributes to me. I was in no way con- 
nected with that company when the one-mile 
nt was made, nor was I ever afterward. 
re wasatime when I was employed as its 
counsel for two years when it was seeking its 
entrance into Chicago. Some of the Chicago bar 
were interested in lots north of the park by the 
lake—perhaps a —— of them—and all the 
ablest of them were ewployed to extort money 
from the company as a condition of its location 
of its track in the lake, and among them | think 
Mr. Hoyne, though a great way trom being the 
abiest among them. ey resisted every step of 
the progress of that company. They contested 
its right to run into the lake in front of the vity, 
and | was employed to meet them and discuss iu 
tne courts the questions they raised. They had 
influence enough to induce the proper officer 
whose duty it was to doit to refuse to appoint 
Commissioners to assess the damages to the 
owners of lots upon the shore. I was compelled 
to apply to the Supreme Court of the State for a 
mandamus to compel him to appoint them. In 
that court the right of the company to locate its 
depot and tracks upon its present site was the 
contest. It was fully d by the ablest 
lawyers of the Chicago bar against the right and 
by myseif in ite favor,and decided in favor of 
the company, and the local magistrate was com- 
pelled by the court to appoint Commissioners to 
appraise the damages to the owners of lots b 
fected by it. This was done, the parties and 
lawyers being engaged fighting to extort the ut- 
most dollar from the company. It was in such 
contest and in the subsequent one involving the 
title to the depot grounds upon the claim of title 
of George C. Bates, Esq., that I met Mr. Hoyne 
and made bis acquaintance and felt what- 
ever of weight and strength there was 
m him. The result seems to have 
impressed bim very strongly. it was only asa 
lawyer and not as President of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Company that he knew me while 
in my professional capacity Lwas its counsel. 
As to myseif I need only say that in that capaci- 
ty I brought the company into — 2 and all 
the ability of the couusel employed by Mr. Bates, 
including that of Mr. Hoyne, was not able, even 
witb the presiding Judge inotiuenced iu their fa- 
vor, to take the station grounds from the com- 
pany. It there was any tyranny exercised by 
myself it was in the weight of argument and the 
strength of the law applicable to the cases. 

Aud now while I am writing allow me to say 
that the Supreme Court of Lilinois, baving de- 
cided that the Illinois Central Railroad is nght- 
fully located, it is entitied to all the riabts in the 
lake which its charter gives it—viz.: a certain 
width of lane for right of way and a 
certain additional width where neces- 
— for station grounds. That width 
it has a right to take if it finds it neces- 
sary all along from the harbor—I .mean the 
river—south as faras may be found’ necessary 
to enable it to do ite business, and the city se- 
cured to it inside the city all the rights which 
its charter gives it as to the entrance into the 
eity. It could only come in with the consent of 
the city. Iu the agreement between the city and 
it, the city procured protection tor Michigan 
avenue and the residence of Mr. Hoyne against 
the encroachments of Lake Michigan, but in no 
way undertook to limit the rights of the com- 
pany to acquire and use the full amount of sta- 
tion ground which its charter authorized it to 
take. The bed of the lake does not belong to 
Cnleago but to the State, and the State has full 
power to grant as it did grant to the Illinois Cen- 
tral Company so much of it as its charter au- 
thorized it to make use of. 

It is for the interest of the country which has 
its outlet at Chicago over that road and for the 
city alike, that the company should have all 
.— necessary facilities to do its business at 

nicago. Torestrict it in t respect is to 

stifie it so far as the restriction impairs its abili- 
ty to handle its business, and injure both city 
and country by driving business away from its 
natural channel into other and less advanta- 
geous ones. 

It may not be out of place to contribute an- 
other fact here to the local history of the IIIl- 
nois Central Road. Among the means of oppo- 
sition by owners of property along the shore 
was the resistence they made to the basin open- 
ing into the river barbor. Acting with the Gov- 
ernment officers then having charge of the 
harbor, they opposed at Wasbington the open- 
ing which must be made through the south pier 
for the passage to and from the basin. Twice 
the company petitioned the Secretary of War 
for leave to make the opening, and twice he re- 
fused it. In this state of things I myself went 
to Washington to endeavor to procure per- 
mission to make the opening for the company. 

Jefferson Davis, late President of the Confed- 
eracy, was then Secretary of War. He listened 
to me while lexplamed the plans of the Illinois 
Central Company, showing bim t it was de- 
signed to be the means of outlet for the rich 
country along its line and of all country which 
migbt be connected with it by tributary rail- 
roads; that the object was to give value to that 
country by giving it connection with the great 
lakes through which was then by far the cheap- 
est means of communicadon with the East and 
the seaboard; that to accomplish this the Gov- 
ernment bad given 2,500,000 acres of land: that 
the whole plan would nevertheless fail unless at 
its Chicago terminus it could be brought in con- 
tact with navigation and by means of elevators 
pour the production of the rich country through 
which it was laid Into vessels, and that its only 
way of approaching the barbor wasin the way 
of that basin. He allowed me to place the case 
fully before him. He had twice refused to 
allow the company to touch the South Pier. 
When 1 got through be said: It is plain that the 
opening must be made, and [ will make the 
order allowing it to be done.“ He was more sen- 
sible than the narrow-minded, selfish men of 
Uhicagu,who were willing to embarrass the Cen- 
tral Company unless it would allow them to put 
their hands into its treasury up to their shoui- 
ders. 

Allied with such men and among them I al- 
ways found Mr. Hoyne. Inan acquaintance of 
now nearly thirty years Inever found him con- 
nected with any public enterprise caiculated to 
— the common prosperity of the country: 

ave never seen in hima single symptom of a 
generous impulse in the favor of any such en- 
terprise. I always found him in the opposition 
to ali such movements and reasoning about as 
forcibly and srandiy against them as 
he does when he argues that un- 
ing im about a hundred feet of earth 
along the Lilinois Central in front of Chicago in 
a lake about 100 miies wide will affect that great 
reservoir of health for the city, and bas u 
that the argument that the busin rea 
railroad essential for the best interests both of 
citys and couatry shall not have the means of 
doing its business at its terminus, afd conse- 
quently be unable to meet the necessities tor 
whicb it was called into existence. 

And now, though it is of but little importance, 
a word or two about myseif. During the twenty 
— from 1850 to 1870 I was tolerably well 

nown at Chicago, and bave had something to 
do in planning and ww had along to compleuou 
public enterprises which have contributed mucb 
to its great rity. I might aliude to them 
and my agency in their organization and prog- 
ross, but it would savor of egotism, which Il am 
fat from wishing to display. But I may perhaps 
quote from a work on COhicago published 
by the late John 8. Wright in 1868, in which 
be has occasion to allude to a class of 
citizens in which I think Mr. Hoyne fairly 
claim to be enrolled. It is as follows: But why 
argue against the bootiess notions of these nie- 
gardly echuris?

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Lake View Finances.

The Improvement of Michigan Avenue 

South of Thirty-fifth Street. 

To the Bditor af The Uhicago Tribune, 
Carcaao, June 6.—It does not seem that the 
proposition to improve Michigan avenue south 
of Thirty-fifth street the same as it is north of 
that yoint, by order of the City Council and 
under the authority of the city, can be success- 
fully carried out. The full width of the avenue 
along the line of the proposed improvement is 
100 feet. The width of the roadbed is fifty feet. 
From the curbstone to the line of the street is 
twenty-five feet. At the intersection of every 


cross-street the city would, in addition to paving 
the roadbed and rurnisbing the curbing, ha ve to 
furaish 100 feet of stone sidewalk at least ten 
feet wide. Th uid make each intersection 
cost the city or more for sidewalk alone. 
The improvement would coset the city so much 
for. intersections that the Council robably 
would vot order it till after the city is able to 
pay its share for the improvement of the ave- 
nue from Park row to Jackson street. 

If the city should order the improvement it 
would order the sidewalks put down, the curbs 

laced, and the roadbed finished. It would not 

ave the lawns between the sidewalk and curb 
filled and sodded nor trees planted and cared 
for. The resuit would be that there would be 
no uniformity secured in the improvement, ex- 
cept in the sidewalk, curb,and roadbed. The 
whole line of the improvement would be open to 
heavy teaming, and the roadbed would in a 
very short time be in the same condition as that 
of West Jackson street. It is fully demonstrated 
in this city that every such bed soon be- 
comes absolutely valueless when beavy team ing 
is permitted over it. The improvement woul 
cost from $12 to $15 a foot on each side, which 
would all have to be paid atonce. It would be 
a failure and a losing investment for the prop- 
erty-owners along its line. ° 

hy is it not much better in every respect 

that the owners of the land on Michigan avenue, 
from Thirty-fifth street to Gartieid boulevard 
(a distance of two miles and a half) should by the 
consent of the city and of Hyde Park turn the 
avenue between gthose two points over to the 
South Park Commissioners. They{ could then 
pay forthe improvement the same as has been 
done by those owning property north of Thirty- 
fifth street, and they would in that event de- 
rive some benefit from the expenditure of their 
money. Heavy teaming would be excluded 
from the thorougbfare, and this is absolutely 
necessary to keeping it in passable condidon. 

The act conferring poweronthe Park Com- 
missioners in this regard authorizes them to im- 
prove such streets or parts thereof as are nec- 
essary to form one continuous improvement.” 
they are not limited to any one street 
nor any one continuous line of 
travel, but may improve a dozen streets if they 
are necessary to accommodate the travel and 
form “one continuous improvement.” Carry- 
ing the improvement of Michigan averue in a 
straight line to Garfield boulevard, whica is one 
of the entrances to the park, would be about as 
„continuous an improvement as it is possible 
to conceive. This improvement is necessary to 
accommodate the rapidly increasing travei to 
the parks. Thirty-fifth street, which is only six- 
ty-six feet wide, is even now inadequate tor the 
purpose, and on sume occasions jams of teams 
occur there which stop travel for the time. If 
further authority ia tne Park Commissioners is 
necessary it can no doubt be more easily ob- 
tained than was the origina! legisiation. 

This improvement, if thus made, would not 
cost the city nor Hyde Park nor the Commis- 
sioners a cent to make, but wouid be paid for oy 
the property-owners along the avenue alone. 
The city and Hyde Park authorities would no 
doubt g to surrender control of the 
avenue if, by 60 doing, such a fine improve- 
ment could be secured. it would make another 
beautiful approach to the parks, the construc- 
uon of which would not cost the public any- 
thing. The owners of land along the improve- 
ment could pay for it in four instaliments, in- 
stead of ali at once, as is the case with city im- 
provements. Absolute uniformity would be se- 
cured in a straight street fora distance of six 
miles, and Michigan avenue would in many re- 
spects be unequaled by aay thoroughfare in the 
werid. It would be one of the great features of 
the city and an improvement of which every 


Chicagoan should be proud. 


Would it not be well that the parties more 
— 1 interested should get together at an 
early day, and take vigorous measures for the 
speedy accomplishment of this very desirabie 
end?

The management of the St. Louis Manial 
Training-School are watching the prog of 


the proposed kindred enterprise in this; city 


with deep interest. The St. Louis school-build- 
ings are now in process of enlargement to \jou- 
bie their present capacity. This work will be 
completed in time for the fall term to begin in 
October next. ae 

Prof. Woodward, Director of the 8t Louis 
school, concludes that the Chicago schppi will 
not be opened for pupils in less than a year at 
least, and probably not before a year from Sep- 
tember next; and this is in accord with the 
views of the patrons and promoters of the Chi- 
cago enterprise. The Professor has, therefore, 
concluded meantime to open the doors of his 
school to Chicago boys. e print elsewhere a 
notice of his condimonal proposition to hold an 
examination here on or about the lith of the 
present month for the benefit of Chicago appli- 
cants for admission to the fall term of the St. 
Louis school. Whether he will do this depends 
upon the number of applications—* should the 
number of applications from Uhbicago justify 
it.“ Should a considerable number of Chicago 
boys manifest a desire to begin a course in 
manual training a year before the Chicago 
school opens, they would be prepared to consti- 
tute a second-year class bere from the start. 

For the purpose of giving full information to 
such, if any, as may desire to avail themselves 
of the privileges of the St. Louis school, we 
print in full the rules which will govern the ex- 
amination of applicants for admission, as fol- 
lows: 

Candidates for the first-year class must be at 
least 14 years oid. They will be examined in 
meutal and written arithmetic up to percentage: 
in common-school geography; spelling and com- 
position. 

* Candidates for the second-year class must be 
at least 15 years old. They will be examined in 
addition to the studies named above, in all of 
higber arithmetic; in algebra to equations; in 
— — geography; in United States history; in 
tnglish grammar and composition; in free- 
hand and line-drawing.

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Trouble Between the Bulls and 
Bears Over the Card 
1 


The Bulls Gain the Day and Two 
Firms Resign Their Mem- 
bership. 


For some time past the bulls and bears of the 
lumber market have been having quite a con- 
troversy in regard to the price-list of the Lum- 
berman’s Exchange. 
the exchange the bulls gained a victory, and 
another meeting was called for yesterday morn- 
ing to see what could be done toward making a 
compromise. This meeting also resulted in a 
victory for the bulls, who were largely in the 
majority. The meeting was held in the rooms 
of the exchange on South Water street, and 
there was a very full attendance. Mr. C. C. 
Thompson was called to the chair. 

When the meeting was called to order Mr. A. 
G. Van Schaick arose and offered tne following 
resolution: 

“ Resolved, That the preseut price of cargo lum- 
ber afloat in Chicago and the prices current in 

com murkets, together with the ex- 
isting demand tor lumber, warrant the members 
of the excha in maintaining the 
adopted May 27 and now in force.” 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. Hougbtal- 
ing, and its presentation was signal fora 
spirited debate. 

Mr. J. K. Martin said that there was no surplus 
of dry lumber at any point in the country, and 
that green lumber was being shipped from all 
points. He did not think there was any sense in 
reducing ot prices of dry lu 
ber, but was in favor of joining with 
the opposition in depressing the price of green 
lumber, as it was too higu at present. The ex- 
change sbould unite on prices. Dry shingles 
were very scarce, as he knew, and the Haonibal 
list, presented by the opposition for adopuon. 
was hot an bonest one. It was not very likely 
that parties would iasue lists from 2 to $4 lower 
than the Chi ist unless they wished to buy 
rather thantosell. He and other parties had 
sent to Hannibal for lumber at the prices on 
that list, but had been informed that it could 
not be furnished, and this showed a suspicious 
weakness. 

in answer toa question Secretary Hotchkiss 
said that bis estimated increase Over last year’s 
shipments was 70,000,000 feet. 

x. Ald. Ballard stated that be had been in- 
formed on the good authority of Hiram Wheeler 
that the crops throughout the country promised 
well, and he did not see any sense in 
REDUCING THE PRESENT PRICES OF LUMBER. 

Mr. Robert L. Henry, who seemed to be the 
chief bear, showed the difference in prices be- 
tween this and the Omaha market, and urged a 
reduction in the present exchange list. 

Aid. Dean, another bear, said he was certain 
that Mr. Van Schaick’s resolution would pass, 
as the other side had the majority of vutes. He 
did not think it possible to agree upon an honest 
list at this seuson of the year. Proof after proof 
had been brought in that lumber in competing 
markets was much cheaper than bere, but this 
seemed to have no effect. The buils were try- 
ing to kill off the bears, and they would“ Knock 
the exchange higher than a kite if they did 
so. He had understood that an attack was to be 
made upon the members who had adopted a 
lower price-list, and that an attempt would be 
made to drive them from the exchange, but he 
hoped no such action would be taken. In 
couciusion he moved that Mr. Van Schaick’s 
resolution be laid — the table. 

The motion was lost, and the resolution was 
adopted. 

Mr. Henry called fora roll-call.and it was 
taken, showing the vote to be 3 to 13. 

Ald. Dean said the only men who voted for 
this resolution were those who were filled up to 
the chin with lumber, and were anxious to make 
it appear that humber was worth the money 
they claimed so they could get rid of their 
stock. Either this was the case or they had 
been bulidozed by Mr. Van Schaick. 

Mr. Martin said that the thirteen men who 
bad voted against the resolution had voted 
against the adoption of a uniform monthly 
price-list. 

Secretary Hotchkiss then read to the meeting 
a letter that had been received by the Board 
of Directors from Mr. Heory's tirm to the effect 
that they had issued an independent price-list, 
according to their own ideas, and believing it tu 
be to their best interests, and stating that if the 
exchange thought that they had transgressed 
any rule in doing so that the letter should be 
considered as their resignation from the ex- 
change. The board had referred the communi- 
cation to a general meeting, with the recom- 
mendation that the resignation be accepted if 
— members thought any rule had been vio- 


A communication to the same effect had been 
received from the South Branch Lumber Com- 
pany, and, in accordance with instructions from 
the the Secretary said he had written the 
company saying that, u they abided by the 
exchange price-list and paid a une of $25, io 
accordance with the by-laws they would 
be expelled from the exchange. A 
response had been received to the effect tha 
the bears in the exchange bad no voice, and 
they thought it was to their best interests to use 
theirown judgwent in the matter. 

Mr. Van Schaick moved the acceptance of the 
resignations, and it received three or four sec- 
onds. He said that he did not like to take this 
step, as both parties were personal friends of 
bis, but he deemed it a matter of duty. They 
were working for mosey, not for glory, and be 
thought everything should be dome by the ex- 
change to
